‘The esteem in which 
American cars are held by private 
owners as well as by the owners of 
for-hire vehicles assures them a 
continued preference,’ the report 
states. 

Imports by Czechoslovakia of 
foreign-made motor vehicles, 
particularly from America, have 
shown an increase during the 
past quarter, according to Com- 
mercial Attache James Ft Hodg- 
son at Prague. Sales have been 
running ahead of imports, and 
many distributors report that 
they are from thirty to sixty days 
behind in delivery. 

“This question one which 
should be given careful considera- 
tion by every Americans manufac- 
turer,” said Mr. Hodgson, “as it is 
a handicap that can not easily be 
overcome.”

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“Use of Rubber in 


Manufacturing Is 
Oh ‘the Increase 


New York, May 5.—Crude 
rubber used in the United States 
for the manufacture of tires, tire 
sundries and repair materials for 
motor vehicles during the first 
quarter of this year reached a 
total of 72,700 tons, a gain over 
the same period in 1925 of 1,727 
tons, according to statistics com- 
piled by the Rubber Associations 
of America, Inc. 

The cash value of shipments for 
the above tonnages shows a more 
striking gain in comparing the two 
quarters, the gain amounting to 
$30,862,000. For the quarter end- 
ing March 31 the total value was 
$179,361,000 as compared with 
$148,499,000 for the same quarter 


ja year ago. 


A total of 53,891 tons of crude 
rubber were used during the last 
quarter for the manufacture of 
pneumatic casings for automobiles 


and motor trucks, as compared 
with 51,158 for the same quarter 
last year. The sales value of the 


shipments were $142,063,000 and 
$116,752,000. 

In the manufacture of solid tires 
for motor vehicles 4,305 tons -of 
crude rubber were used last quar- 
ter, as compared with 4,166 tons 
a year ago. The sales value of solid 
tire shipments was $7,365,000, as 
compared with $8,156,000. 

Tubes for motor vehicle casings 
required 13,683 tons in this year’s 
quarter, as against 14.660 tons in 
that of 1926. In spite of this de- 
crease in tonnage the sales value

Inventories in long tons of re- 
claimed rubber at the end of the 
quarter totaled 13,377 and 85,593

Effects of the rubber import re- 
strictions by England and the ree 
sulting conservation program 
adopted in this country are seen in 
the figures for the first quarter of 
this year, when 44,092 long tons 
of reclaimed rubber were produced, 
as against 25,353 long tons for last 
year’s quarter, Shipments of ree 
claimed rubber for the quarterg 
were 30,013 long tons and 22,922 
long tons respectively, Consump- 
tion of scrap rubber reclaimed in 
manufacture totaled 52,437 long 
tons and 32,630 long tons for the 
respective quarters. 

Inventories of crude rubber on 
hand in the United States on last 
March 31 amounted to a total of 
58,191 long tons as compared with 
54,502 on the same date last year. 
The figures for crude rubber on 
vessels destined for American ports 
on March 31 amounted to 43,204 
long tons as against 46,254 long 
tons for the same date a year ago. 

According to government figures 
the amount of crude rubber ar- 
rivals during the first quarter of 
this year totaled 116,469 long tons 
as contrasted with 90,709 long tons 
for the same quarter in 1925, a 
gain of 25,760 long tons.

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Tire Prices and Spot Rubber 


ECENT decreases in the price of spot rubber have 
brought forth the usual demand for lowering of tire 
prices. In Washington the other day Representative Loring | 


M. Black of New York voiced a demand that American tire | 


manufacturers should lower the retail prices of their prod-| 
ucts, giving consumers the benefit of the drop in crude rub- | 
ber prices. 

There is one phase of the situation which the average, 
man does not understand. Tire manufacturing companies | 
cannot buy spot rubber and transport it instantly to the | 
melting vats. Manufacturers are compelled to work ahead, | 
to buy rubber now for use three months hence. They can- 
not conduct their businesses on a hand to mouth policy with 
spot rubber. Today the tire makers are using rubber which 
they bought two or three months ago and for which they 
paid 75 cents a pound. ; 

In common justice we cannot ask the tire man- 
ufacturers to reduce their inventories to present 
price levels. Two or three months hence we shall 
get the benefit of rubber buying that is now being 
carried on at 40 cents a pound. The retail price 
of any product is and must be governed by the costs 
of raw materials and in big industries price changes 
invariably lag weeks. or months behind changes in 
raw material costs, because of the commitments 
that must be made. As a matter of fact, the tire in- | 
dustry has absorbed a certain amount of the extra 
cost of the excessively high rubber that existed a | 
few months ago, but we have no right to ask the in- 
dustry to follow the daily movements of spot rubber 
with corresponding price changes in its finished 
product. Such price changes must follow the ordi- |

nary economic laws, which allow for the commit- 
ments necessary in conduct of any big manufactur- 
ing business.
